PROPOSED H.I.A. DIRECTIVE 

FUNCTIONS OF THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 

Pursuant to the President’s letter of 22 January lS^S 
designating this Authority as responsible for planning, 

\ developing, and coordinating all Federal foreign intelligence 
activities so as to assure the dost effective acc ompl ishme ut 
of the intelligence mission related to the national security, 
the functions of the Director of Central Intelligence arc 
hereby redefined as follovs, subject to the provisions of 
said letter: 

1, Paragraph 3 .of the President's letter of 22 January 
19-46 defined the functions of the Director of Central Intelli- 
gence as follows: 

I 

”3. Subject to the existing lav, and to the direction and 
control of the National Intelligence Authority, the 
Director of Central Intelligence shall: 

"a. Accomplish the correlation and evaluation of in- 
telligence relating to the national security, and the 
appropriate dissemination within the Government of the 
resulting strategic and national policy intelligence. 

In so doing, full use shall be made of the staff and 
facilities of the intelligence agencies of your depart- 
ments . 

"b. Plan for the coordination of such of the aceivitie 
of the Intelligence agencies of your departments as 
relate to the national security and recommend to tnc 
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National Intelligence Authority the establishment of such 
over -all policies and objectives as will assure the -lost 
effective accomplishment of the national intelligence 
mission.

"c. Perform, for the benefit of said intelligence 
agencies, such services of common concern as the 
National Intelligence Authority determines can be more 
efficiently accomplished centrally. 

"d. Perform such other functions and duties related to 
intelligence affecting the national security as the 
President and the National Intelligence Authority nay 
from time to time direct.” 

2, In performing the functions specified in paragraph 2-a"of 
tne President's letter, ‘the Director of Central Intelligence- is 
hereby authorized to undertake such basic research and analysis 
of intelligence and counter-intelligence information related to 
che national security as may, in his opinion and that of the 
appropriate member of the Intelligence Advisory Board, be re- 
quired to supplement the research and analysis performed by tne 
State, War and Navy Departments in the fields of primary 
interest to each of those Departments. This will include the 
centralization of research and analysis activities of common 
but secondary interest to more than one of those Departments 
vhon, in the opinion of the Director of Central Intelligence 
and the appropriate members of the Intelligence Advisory Board, 
such activities can be more efficiently or effectively per- 
formed centrally. 



2* In addition to the functions specified in paragraph 
of the President's letter, the Director of Central Intelligence 
is hqreby directed to act as the agent of this Authority m 
coordinating and supervising all Federal foreign intelligence 




activities related to ^he national security 
the over-all policies and objectives established by this 

Authority. nyni mninrn 
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Pursuant to paragraph 3-c of the rresident’s letter, the 
Director of Central Intelligence Is hereby directed to perform 
the following services of - caramon concern which this Authority 
has determined can be more efficiently accomplished centrally: 

a. conduct of all organized Federal espionage and counter- 
espionage operations for the collection of foreign Intelli- 
gence information required for the national security. 

b. Conduct of all Federal monitoring of press and propa- 
ganda broadcasts of foreign powers required for the collection 
of intelligence information related to the national security. 


5* To the extent of available appropriations and within the 
limits of their capabilities, as determined by the respective 
departments, the State, War and Navy Departments will mak„ 
available to the Director of Central Intelligence, upon his re- 
quest, the funds, personnel, facilities and other assistance 
required for the performance of the functions authorized heroin. 
At the earliest practicable date, the Director of Central in- 
telligence will submit for approval by this Authority any 
i u?pl omental budget required to perform the functions authorized 
herein, in addition to the appropriations already available, for 
tn-13 purpose in the State, War end Navy Departments. 


6 . Wnere the performance of functions authorized herein re- 
quires the liquidation, transfer or integration of funds, ^er- 
3 oimel or facilities for existing activities of the State, bar 
cu.d havy Departments, the liquidation,, transfer or integration 
"ill be accomplished at the earliest practicable date as agreed 
tc by the Director of Central Intelligence and the official 
responsible for such activities so as to involve a minimum of 
interruption in the performance of these functions. 
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
